offer them a very small farm of only a few acres, 
on which to locate and begin. I am myself en- 
gaged (n growing these small fruits for msrfcet, 
and haring thus been long employed, will take 
pride an 1 pleasure in showing them whet to do 
and what to avoid. I am sure that any fuoBy 
of women having a taste for rural occupations, 
and courage enough to embark In them, with 
some moderate mesas to begin'with, oannot fail 
to earn even more than a genteel support. If 
a young man were among the members, to do 
the little hard work ever required, it would be a 
great help to them. The growing of straw- 
berries is a perfectly manageable busineea for 
women. Women are already everywhere em- 
ployed in setting the plants, clearing them of 
runners, pioking and assorting the fruit. Bin art 
girls earn $3 s day in picking, all which the 
family would save. Bo also with raspberries 
and blackberries. Thue duties, now performed 
by mere hireling*, yield a handsome result to 
the owner. But, how much better would they 
be performed by a family within themselves 
all ambitious to produce the beat fhnt only, and 
send It in the best condition to market Ihiy 
would saau redly realise larger returns than the 
slipshod cultivators now receive. The market 
for good fruit hss never been glutted. 1 saw. 
last nummer, two entire crops of well cultivated 
strawberries sell for 75 oents the quart, without 
the demand being half supplied. It is the poor, 
neglected fruit which falls to pay the produces. 

This htUe farm is in the midst of s community 
of fruit growers, oloee to unfailing markets, 
within a mile of aupsfior schools, numerous 
churob es, stores, railroad, post office, and in 
fact having every facility that such a business 
could ask. with many excellent neighbor*. It 
contains ten sores, with blackberries now bear- 
ing. I will furnish, without charge, all the 
strawberry and raspberry plant* that may be 
wanted, with either one 'thousand or two thou- 
sand grape vines, as may be preferred. There 
is acme little roogh l*nd to be tamed, but plenty 
of tillable land for any family to operate, with a 
new and gentesl house of six rooms, and a barn 
The whole is the nucleus of whst some live wo- 
man. animus for "a wider range of employment 
and higher wages.' may convert into a perms 
nent home.

'Whoever has read Jane Eyre and the first 
volume of Mrs. OaakiU's Memoirs of the au- 
thor, must hsve felt that the lecturer had failed 
most unfortunately to appreciate the character 
she came to delineate and to celebrate. Jane Eyre 
was written too soon to be understood in ac- 
cordance with what should and must have been 
the purpoae of the gifted, the truly inspired 
architect of that sublimest work of the cen- 
to rj . A phenomenon it was. tu , *re than a book 
ft belongs to the present decade, rather than the 
last, or any past. And Charlotte Bronte was 
reared in the very noil social and spiritual to 
produce it The mother and daughters const! 
luted s mountain chain of brain and heart 
gfldod with the sunshine of all womanly and 
noble excellencies, while the father and son 
were little better than beasts of prey prowling 
beneath, comprehending nothing of the beauty 
and the glory of which they constituted the chief, 
ff not only, obscuration. The father seems to 
have been more demon than brute ; subject to 
horrible fits of passion, the most innocent and 
harmless mode of appeasing which, was to get off 
up into the attic with ahorse pistol and load and 
fire out of the window until bis rage was aet/- 
oonsumed. Displeased tbst his frail wife, vie 
tim of his lustful excesses, had been presented 
with a handsome silk dress, which, out of re- 
aped to his prejudice*, or dread of hi* ire, she 
never put on, he snatched It out of her drawer 
and its constant concealment, and tore it into 
shred* and fragments. On a cold, dreary and 
rainy day, when his children, then small, came 
home with feet all wet, and had placed their 
little boot* by the fire t r> dry, be came into the 
room, and because he disliked their color or 
quality (the boots also hsd, like the siik dress, 
been presented by some charitable friend), he 
seised them np end hurled the whole of them 
tttto the fire, 

The son was no better, though not of the 
same cast of character.
